EI Paso, Tel., Feb. 23. — Under cover 
Of darkness a body of MexicaoB at- 
tacked the camp of Troop M ot the 
Tbirteentb United States cavalry, 
but was driven away when Cor- 
poral Jenson. who was on guard duty, 
called his comrades to arms. -One of 
the A^exicaus whs sbot, but none of 
the American soldiers was wounded. 

Tber* was a- feeling of -sharp ten- 
sion liere as a result of the attack 
on tbe cavalry camp, and the execu- 
tion of WlllliiRj S. Benton, a wealthy 
liriUsh subject, by Ceueral Villa. The 
dislike that Ani- ricans of the border 
towns always have lelt for Mexicans 
has been turnfid to open hatred here 
by the developments of the last 24 
hours. The city autboritles fear that 
race riots will break out at any mo- 
ment. 

Mayor C. H. Kelly refused to 
Krant periiiis&ion for open air mass 
nie; luigs to be Addressed by ex-Gov- 
eruor George Curry of New Mexico, 
who was appointed by Bl Paso citl- 
sens to investigate the death of Ben- 
ton. 

Fate of American a Mystery. 

There is much conjecture as to the 
fate of Gustav Bauch, an American ac- 
cused by the rebels at Juares as ^ing 
a spy. and of two EnsUafaman "iost" In 
Juares. ^ 

Bauch disappeared from bis cell. 
This was discovered by relatives, who 
^ reported the fact to Thomas, D. Ed 
J wards, the American consul at Juarez. 
They had gone to take bedding and 
food to him. He fs believed to have 
been shot. 

Of the Englishmen, one is said to be 
a ranches named Curtis, rouL New 
Mexico, and the other Johnujawrence. 
chief engineer of the CatOornia De- 
velopment company at Yuma, Cal. 

Samuel Stewart, known also as 
Thompson, an English soldier of for- 
tune, reported their disappearance, 
lie snid that they went to Juarez 
Wednesday to aid in the search tor 
Benton, a scho<dmate of Lawrence, 
and were seen no more by hiin or 
other friends. 

Villa Refused to Add Details. 

City of Cliihuahua, Mexico. F( b 23. 
— General Villa refused to add any de- 
o his story of the execution of 
William S. Benton aa given to United 
Sales Consul T. D. Edwards at 
.1: \iTP7., Immediately upon his arrival 
htre he busied lili&self with prepara- 
tit 'is tor the attack on Torreon. 

Villa's train brought a large ship- 
ment of a m munltioti, and this was sent 
to tbe front. 

'I shall not return to the border un- 
til Torreon has fallen." said the rebel 
commander. "As aoon aa my artil- 
lery is in readinaas the attack will be 
opened.". 

. U. 8. Will Take No Action. 

Washington, Feb. 23. — No action 
will be taken by the. United States aa 
the result of'tbe execution of William 
S. Benton, a British subject by the 
rebel General Villa. This was an- 
ii< iineed by Secretary of State Bryan 
following the receipt of a lengthy dis- 
patch from Consul Edwards at Juarez 
tc the effect that Benton was shot aft- 
er formal court-iiiartial. 

EJOwards' report to the state depart- 
ment came as the result of a request 
from Secretary Bryan. Secretary 
l'ryan"s telegram to Edwards fcl'owed 
a jierEonal request from the Hritish 
}i!':b:issador, Spring-Hlce, for the first- 
hi'.vd information concerning the fate 
of the Englishman. 

The text of the E<dwardB report was 
not tnade public. Secretary Bryau 
merely Paid: 

Berton Shot After Court-Martial. 

"We have received word from Con- 
sul Edwards that Benton was executed 
after a formal court-martiaL 

The secretary added that he con- 
aidered'^that this was sufRcient to dls- 
po^ of the matter, and indicated that 
the United States will not take any 
further steps. 

Consul Edwards, he said, had all 
the proceedings of the court-martial 
p-ud was transmitting them to the 
state department by mail. 

While the state department declined 
to make a direct expression in the 
matter, it va°B indicated that It ex- 
pcclerf Great Britain to lodge a formal 
complaint with this government and 
to demand a further investigation. 

All the offlcial information that has 
ccnie to the state department and the 
White House is to the effect that Ben- 
ton was armed wlien be entered Villa's 
camp. The impresaion was conveyed 
thafGenei^ Villa was Justified in hold- 
ing a fonrt-maitial because of the al- 
leged tiueata made by tbe Ehifll8b>>

It was pointed out by administra- 
tion officials that scores of non-com- 
batants have been killed in every war, 
some of them accidentally and unjosti- 
flably. 

British Press Assails U. S. 

London, Feb. 23. — British newspa- 
pers assailed the United States gov- 
ernment for its policy in Mexico^ and 
declared that action should promptly 
be taken to prevent any further crimes 
such as the murder of William S. Ben- 
ton, the wealthy ranch owner. 

The foreign ofTlce stated that it had 
no information concerning the execu 
tion of Benton beyond the newspaper 
reports and the officials refused to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

The Globe, speaking editorially, 
says; 

"It Is intolerable that British snb- 
lects should continue to done to death 
without redress. . . . The United 
States have not only the responsibility 

which is involved in the assertion of 
the Monroe doctntie and its denial of 
the Tiilii of a F'lirofiPttn government to 
protect its own subjects in .Mexico, but 
they have the additional responsibili- 
ty of Supplying General Villa and the 
Mexican rebeld with arms and thereby 
promoting lawlessness, which has had 
such grevious results to British lives 
and interests. President Wilson has 
gone too far to shrink from going 
farther." 

■' Benton's summary execution." says 
the Evening Standard, "if it's a fact, 
only emphasizes the fact that Mexico 
is a semi-barbarous country and some 
kind of International compulsion will 
soon be necessary to stop its wallow- 
ing in this style of. corruption and 
cruelty." 

The Evening News hold President 
Wilson partly responsible.. though de* 
feding his motives.

One of the lifeboats capslsed 
an4 all the members of the life saviaff 
crew aboard were drowned. 

The work of rescue was kept up by< 
other life savers, however, and all the 
steamer's crew were subsequencly , 
taktm ashore. ) 
Save Remainder of Crew. i 

Later the sea grew quieter and th« ' 
lifesavers went back and began taUi.i 
ing off the rest of the crew. ■ ! 

The steamer rides high on the beadh ' 
and a wrecking tug is standing by to 
pull her off. Heavy seas are breaking 
over her stern, but it is not known 
whether there is water in her hold, j 
Her cargo of lumber will preveht her | 
from foundering, however. The Ren- 
erdate was putting into Norfolk : to 
coal when she struck. 

Rescued From Steamer. 

Norfolk, Va., Feb. 23.— After risk- 
ing their lives time and again in a 
terrible gale, members of the little 
island life saving station succeeded 
in rescuing three men from the Brit- 
ish steamer Renerdale, Captain Lori- 
mer, from Port Arthur, Tex., to Rot- 
terdam, which eraabed aahore In a SS? 
mile gale off hate. 

The men were brought to shore lir 
the breeches buoy and were almost 
helpless from exposure and exhausr.; 
tion when taken Into tbe life-savfa^ 
sution. -j 

The high seas compelled the life 
savers to abandon for the time ht^jt< 
thetr attempts to rescue tweatjF' ovSar 
persons on board, but they reported 
that probably they will be able to do 
so later.

DEMANDS THAW BACK IN N. Y. 



Jerome Argues Claims of State at the 
Concord Habeas Corpus 
^ . Hearing. 



Discovery Results in vGirl and Man 
Both Blowing Out Their 
Brains. 

Alexandria, La., Feb. 23. — A double 
suicide enacted here ended the lives 
of a prominent young farmer and bis 
pretty siater-tn-law in the most dra- 
matic tragedy in the history of Alex- 
andria. Misa Amanda .Nugent, a 
young and beautiful girl, and Harry 
Hooter, her sister's husband and the 
father of a few weeks old baby. 

During tbe night Hooter kissed his 
wife and baby goodby and told them 
he was going to Alexandria on busi- 
ness that would keep bun away all 
night. Instead of coming into the city, 
he went back to his father In-law'a 
country home, where he made his 
home, and entered his sister-in-l^w's 
room by the window. 

It was nearly dawn wben Hooter's 
father-in-law passing thipngh the hall- 
wa^y heard converaation in his young 
^daughter's room. He recognized his 
son-in-law's voice. Breaking the dyor 
fastening be rushed into the room and 
grappled with Hooter. In tbe strug- 
gle a revolver which one of the men 
had drawn fell to the floor.- Mlas 
Nugent caught it up and fired a bullet 
into her own brain. 

Escaping hif fathebln-law and his 
brother-ln-faw, who had been attracted 
by tbe noise of tjie fight. Hooter leap- 
ed out of the window and ran two 
miles to the home of a nelghb9r. He 
went to a room, exchanged h|a pigbt 
clothes for a suit belonging to tbe 
neighbor, wrote a note to his wife 
and baby asking their forgiveness for 
his imclt love for Amanda, put the end 
of the barrel oif a shotgun in his 
mouth, pressed the trigger with his 
foot and fell dead, with tbe top of his 
head blown off.

Senator. Ranadell Urges Government 
to Aprppriate $500,000 for the 
Purpose. 

Washington. Feb. 23. — Contending 
that it was just aa proper for the fed- 
eral government to spend money to 
eradicate malaria and typhoid fever 
as to investigate the cattle ticlt. hog 
cholera or dourine in horses. Senator 
Ransdell introduced a bill to appro- 
liriate $500,000 to fight malaria and ty- 
phoid. In explanation of his bill Sea- 
ator Ransdell said the fei^siniil HPf^iu^ 
ment was Justified la flgkUMt^tjrpbold 
and malaria because the Tictiina of 
these diseases travel from state to 
state. He added that the government 
could do no bettjsr work than to show 
the farmer, particularly, how to eradi- 
cate tbe conditions which produce 
these disss see. - 



Washington, Feb. 23. — Correspond- 
ence, between "John T. Denvir," who j 
represented himself as a member of 
the Illinois legislature, and the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy railroad. 
In w^ich Denvir demanded from the 
railroad a personal pass and threat- 
ened legiBlatlve action bcicause it was 
not supplied, led the interstate com- 
merce commission to issue a supple- 
mental report upon the in.'iuiry made 
by the commission into the issue of 
free transportation by western rail- 
roads. There was a John T. Denvir 
)n the Udnols legislature. He in- 
formed the commission that be did not 
sign the letter and that it was not 
sent by his authority. 

No Explanation From Denvir. 

The report of the commission says: 

"Although opportunity for a full ex- 
planation waa afforded Mr. Denvir. 
it was not forthcoming, and we deem 
it our duty to make this record of the 
matter. It is well to add that our 
investigations of the records of othej: 
carriers at Chicago show that many 
requests have been made in the past \ 
for free transportation for the use of | 
John T. Denvir. The records of the j 
nUiiois Central show that a refusal 
to issue such a free pl^•: was foUowed 
by the receipt of a IcMer hjr 1U vtce- 
prestdent as follows: 

'"i Insist yon grant me transporta- 
tion requested and will not accept no 
as the answer. In the event you dis- 
regard ray request you can r«st as- 
pured that in the next general assem- 
bly, the forty-eighth, of which I will 
b^ 8 member, 1 will Introduce a bill 
•^ttii -regard -to~ frontage o^' the lake 
front, from iSlxty-third street to Ran- 1 
dolpb street, which belongs to the 
state of Illinois and which yon realize.! 
was never purchased or leased. It is 
not my aim to be disagreeable in 
the matter and I am, therefore, at a 
loss to understand how you can con- j 
siBtently refuse the.' ' 

"The signature to this document ap- 
pastfntly is in the same handwriting 
as the signature to the letter qdoted 
above." \ 

This letter also was signed "John T, ^ 
Denvir." | 
Burlington Rejected Request. { 

Denvir requested an annual pass for 
himself on account of the "legislative ! 
public utilities commission." The ■ 
urlington road declined. A letter sub- 1 
srquently was received by the general i 
counsel of the i«)ad, written on the 
•' ^.ia '' letter head of the committee. I 
and signed "John T. Denvir." It said 
in part: ^ 

"As chairman of the public utilities 
commission you can look for legisla- 
tion that will work l^ardslilp tO'jroior , 
company, and I wish to assure you 
that when our commission gets 
^through with you that you will find 
vour i-oads In the hands of a receiver, 
for ycu certainly are violating the 
laws of the stats." 

Similar letters were found in the 
files of other railrg^ds examined, the 
report says. ' . 

Regarding the Montana investiga- 
tion the report states that the com- 
mission regards it as reprehensible. 
An act of vhe legislature recently 
'■issed authorizes carriers to issue 
free transportation to state officials 
when traveling within the state on 
public lAelness. Instead of being ad- 
ministered on that basis, hoMrever. it 
was ascertained, the passes were dis- 
tributed widely among state officials 
and otbei-s. 

"On broad, general grounds," says ' 
the report, "all must condemn such ' 
practice and the carriers which dis- 
sipate their revenues in that form 
And recoup the loss in their rates, 
will find sooner or- later that this cota- 
mlsslon will not lose sight of the 
practice when their rates are ques- 
tioned in complaints before us."

Springfield, 111., Feb. 23.— Ray Pfan- 
schmidt, convicted in the Adams coun- 
ty circuit court of a quadruple mur- 
der, won in the supreme court of the 
state when tbe lower /oourt's finding 
was reversed on a writ of error, lie 
will have a new trial. 

Quincy, 111., Feb. 23. — The crime 
with which Ray Pfanschmidt is 
charged was one of the most grew- 
Some ever committed in Illinois. Four 
persons, Charles Pfanschmidt; fa-Lher 
of.tte adcnsed: Mathilda Pfanschmidt, 
his motl^: Blanche Pfanschmidt. a 
sister, and Wits' Bhnma Kaempen. a 
school teacher boarding with the 
r'fanschmidis. v.ere found dead in the 
ruins of the Pfanschmidt home, elev- 
en miles southeast of Quincy on Sep- 
tember 23. 1912. The bodies, al- 
though badly burned in the fire, which 
•destroyed the house, showed signs of 
having been beaten and chopped. It 
was the testimony of the experts at 
the trial that the four victims were 
killed and their bodies later burned. 

Ray Pfanschmidt. then not twenty- 
one years of age and the only surviv- 
ing member of the family, was ac- 
cused of the crime. Bloodhounds had 
followed a trail to the camp where he 
made his headquarters and later he 
was arrested when a bloody suit auch 
as he had wpm was foimd in an ottt- 
building. 



Shnron. Pa. — Seven persons were 
badly injured and scores of oihers es- 
I caped Willi sliiiht bruises, when Penn- 
sylvania Train No. 216, south-bound, 
was ditched at Pymatunlug, eight 
miles north of here. A spreading rail 
caused the accident The train was 
running full speed. In a blinding snow- 
storm, when the locomotive struck the. 
bad rail. The engine remained up- 
right, but the six coaches left the track 
and were overturned, going down an 
smbankment The injured were brought 
to Sharon on an Erie tra^ which pass- 
ed the scene of the accident on the 
parallel track, about half an hour 
.later.

Pekin. China. Feb. 23.— Bandits led 
by "White Wolf" massacred 1,300 men 
women and children, when they sacked 
Uuan-Chow, province of Ngwan-Hwel. 
January 29. On that occasion they 
murdwed Father Rich, a French Jes- 
uit missionary, and captured and held 
two other foreigners for ransom. An 
army of 25.000 Chinese troops is con- 
verging on "White Wolf's" siTon^Iy in- 
trenched position in the vicinity of 
Cheng Yang-Kwan. farther to the 
north in the same province. "White 
Wolf" baa a force of 2,000, half of 
whom are. armed with modern rifles. 
The opinion le expressed here that 
unless the opportunity is seized of ex- 
terminating "White Wolf and his fol- 
lowers, they will form the center for 
another rebellion. The government 
troops, however, show a strong disiu- 
clination to come to close quarters 
with tlie bandits.

All unexpended sums are to be 
returned to the state treasury.

DIVORCE TO MACKAYS 



FRENCH COURT GRANTS AMERI- 
CANS DECREE. 



AmIeaMe Agrecntent of Separation 
Reached About Christmae— Trouble 
Revealed by Mrs. Blake. 



New York, Feb. 20.— The announce- 
ment was made here on Wedneslay 
that Clarence Maekay. telegraph mag- 
nate, has obtained a Preoch decree of 
divorce In Paris. 

It Is understood that the decree 
gives both partiee the right to re- 
marry. 

John B. Stanchfleld. speakiag tor 
Mrs. Maekay, said: 

"Everything was settled amicably. 
Mrs. Maclcay sailed quieUy shortly be- 
fore Christmas and Mr. Maekay fol- 
lowed her abroad on January 8. 1 
don't know whether there was any 
financial settlement or agreement, 
and I have no details relative to ali- 
mony. Mr. Maekay was in court rep- 
resented by the firm of Coudert 
Freres of Paris. I do not recall the 
name- of the French lawyer who rep- 
resented Mrs. Maekay." 

Though there have for years been 
rumors of a lack of harmony in the 
Maekay household, there is no doubt 
that the divorce is due directly to the 
million-dollar alienation suit brought 
by the wife of the Mackays' i^ysician. 
Dr. Joseph A. . Blake, against Mrs. 
Maekay in the summer of 1913. 

There had been some trouble be- 
fore that, and when in February, 
1913, the Mackays united in signing a 
deed putting in trust an estate of $6.- 
000,000 for their son it was said that 
they were planning to separate. This 
was hotly denied. 

But the breach in both families 
caused by tbis suit was peet mending. 
Mrs. Blake was divorced last month 
with an alimony allowance of 910^0 
a year.

Washington. Feb. 22. — Following a

Secretary of State Bryan was ad- 
vised of the death of W. S. Benton, an 
EngHsh ranch owner, in Mexico, re- 
cently reported in the hands of the 

rebels. No details were given. Ben- 
ton defied the rebel general and re- 
ferred to his former career a:) a bandit. 
The Englishman was held in the same 
prison as an American who was ac- 
cused of being a federal spy. 

Secretary Bryan announced the 
newa of Benton's death as he went 
into a cabinet meeting at the White 
House. He declared he had no de- 
tails. An official dispatch from Con- 
sul Edwards merely announced the 
death of the Englishman. Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British ambassador, 
who called upon Secretary Bryan to 
ask Cor information of Benton, also 
was told of the news. 

Benton was arrested in Juares last 
Tuesday. His wife and friends feared 
he had been executed by General 
Villa, the con.stltutionalist leader. 
Villa at first denied knowledge of 
Benton's whereabouts, but in conver- 
sation with inquirers intimated that 
he knew something about the- Eng- 
lishman and added that Benton had 
tlireateneA him with a revolver. Villa 
was quoted as expressing profane in- 
difference toward an appeal to the 
British ambassador at Washington. 

El Paso, Tex., Feb, 23.— William 
S. Benton, a millionaire ranch owner 
In Chihuahua and a British subject, 
who has been missing since Tuesday, 
was executed by constitutionalists. 

General Francisco Villa, before leav- 
ing for Chihuahua City, admitted that 
on Wednesday night he signed an 
order for Benton's execution. > 
, Villa< charged that the Englishman 
was implicated in the plot to assas- 
sinate him. 

There is a great deal of excitement 
over the Benton affair. There was to 
have been a public meeting on Friday 
night in Cleveland Square for protest 
against the killing of Benton by Villa. 
The police got word of the contem 
plated meeting and refused to grant 
permission to hold it. Hundreds of 
special deputy sheriffs have been 
sworn in to prevent any gatherings 
which might . foment riot. At a 
meeting held in a local theater, 
speakers deodaaeed Gen. Villa's 
aet .

Mrs. Bond fell backward in her chair 
and was attended by her husband. She 
and some of her attorneys left the 
courtroom immediately.

Indeed* we had an instance of It a 
few days past Two of Sheldon's 
Dragoons were taken off their post by 
a party of refugees from Monlsania, 
and carried off to Kings Bridges. They 
were Immediately returned with their 
horses, arms and accoutrements to 
Colonel Sheldon, Intimating that as 
they had been captured « ithout proper 
antbority it was not thought justifiable 
to detain them.

TRUSTING IN RICHES AND TRUST-

LESSON TBXT-^uke 12:l»-24. 

GOLDEN TEXT— "Where yonr .treuurs

The section before ns has a very 
logical progressim from tiie. Introdnc- 
tory request to the words of Jesus 
which constitute the golden text, 
lesus is still in the niidst of his 
Perean ministry. This lesson ocr 
curred but a few months befim the 
crucifixion. 

I. The leMon w. 13-1S. "One out 
of the multitude" desired to bolster 
his claim to a portion of an inheri- 
tance. He was sure that his brother 
needed admonition from Jesus, the 
result of which would accrue to his 
advantage. Jesus made a sharp, quick 
reply. He had been teaching about 
the sin of coretousness, but by his 
answer he intimates that his mission 
was not to judge men of that or any 
other siQ. His work as a judge was 
to come later, .rohn ?i:l9-:!2. There 
are thousands who for the prospect of 
personal gain would strictly enforce 
the ethical principles of the gospel 
though at the same time they are not 
willing themselves to abide there- 
under. Covetousness is a dbsire to 
secure more and it is not confined 
to the rich nor to the poor. There- 
tore Jesus sounds a wafning, "take 
heed" (v. 15) e. g., beware. This itch- 
ing is so gradual and often begins 
with a desire to possess things that 
are good of themselves and frequent- 
ly good for him that has possession. 
But as it creeps in we find It becom- 
ing' a great sin. A desire to build up 
a church, or even to compass the sal- 
vation of a loved one, may be ani- 
mated by a selfish, covetous motive, 
see I Cor. 5:10, 11; 6:10, and Bph. 
5:3, 6. A man's life consists not of 
the things possessed and the desire 
to get i-hould be lost In the desire to 
be for the glory of God. 

Lighten' Other's Burdens. 

II. The Illustration, w. 16-21. This 

warning of Jesus against wrong sense 
valuations and his suggestion as to 
the true source of, life, are empha- 
sized by his Illustration from life. All 
materisd values oome from the earth. 
Mine, forest and.field are the sources 
of all wealth. But In this ilhistration 
the ground yielded "plentifuUy." He 
took great counsel with himself. In 
these three verses are twelve personal 
pronouns. Prosperity is heaped upon

His plans 
of enlargement were wise in the sight 
of men, but he left God out of his cal- 
culations, and this is the common mis- 
take worldly men are making. Jas. 
4:13-15. His anxiety, a characteris- 
tic of those who trust in. riches, was 
uncalled for, and the folly of that 
course was revealed In a flash when 
he was called into the presence of 
God: "The things which thou hast 
prepared, whose fhall they be?" 
Jesns reveals the worthlessness of 
such motives, the uselessness of such 
anxiety, and its unworthiness In view 
of what God is in himself, -w. 20, 21.

Poultry House Kept Clean and Free 
From Vermin by Frequent Greas- 
ing and Painting of Perches 
and by Whitewashing. 

(By MRS. O. H. WARMAX.) 

We live on a farm of about 80 acres, 
and keep about 150 hens. This year, 
from that number, I will realize about 
1130 from 'tibe sale of eggs. 

I always m'anjfige to keep my poultry 
hoase dean and free from lice, greas- 
ing and painting the perches and 
whitewashing about three times a year. 
I have my hen house partitioned off, 
so as to have a separate place for the 
laying hens and when a number "vant 
to sit, I place them, in another room 
by themselves, give them their alloted 
number of eggs (tliat it, if it is brood« 
tug season), and keep them there un- 
til they hatch, keeping the room com- 
fortable for biddies, and how they en- 
joy their quiet and undisturbed brood- 
ing. I keep fresh water, com, oats, 
millet or whatever seeds I wish them 
to have. In tliis room I keep grit and 
a box of wood ashes for 'them ta wal- 
low in. 

When a nimiber hatch I divide the 
chicks among the best mothers, giving 
them as many as they can care for 
right. I provide good coops, dry and 

warm. 

I do not take the little chicks out of 
the nest until 24 hours old and don't 
feed them until 36 hours old, and then 
for a week their diet is rolled oats, 
and after that cornchop, millet, seed, 
table crops, a little mOkcurd, plenty of 
fresh water; bnt care must be used 
that they do not get tiieir bodies too 
much wet. as It is very hanhfi^ to 
them. To insure rapid growth, they 
must be fed regularly. 

I thoroughly grease the mother hens 
for lice before giving them tho chicks,

and quite (rften during the sammer 
I go in the evening to the coops and 
take out the hens and grease them, sb 
as to keep the young chicks free from 
vermin and to keep them growing and 
getting ready for the early market, as 
broilers or fry to command the top 
market prices. 

The pullets will mature early and 
begin laying. While the old hens are 
moulting I manage to begin the sitting 
process as early as the weather will 
permit and the hens to sit. If you 
have warm, cormfortabl^ quarters 
your hens will become broody in Jan- 
uary or early Febraary. The earlier 
your chicks the quicker into market. 
I am now selling cockerels for a good 
price for next year's breeding pur- 
poses and I am not in the fancy thor- 
oughbred chicken business, either bnt 
I keep good stock and people buy them 
to help their breeds. 

The Barred Plymouth Rocks I have 
the greatest number of, as I prefer 
them for their good salable qualities; 
their size and good yellow flesh make 
them preferable for good eating. I 
am not condemning the other large 
breeds of poultry, bat the B. P. R.'s I 
have had the most experience with; 
the hens make good mothers and are 
good l^ers If given the right' kind of 
care. 

In cold weather I take the chill off 
of their drinking water, and the drink- 
ing vessels must be kept clean at all 
times. With tho crevices all chunked, 
plenty of grit, a dust box of dirt or 
ashes and surely you will be well paid 
fCNT your tronble. 9e^des these warm 
mashes I feed grains, changing aronnd 
to suit their appetites and never feed 
one kind of grain continually. 

Keep your chickens tame, never dog 
or excite them in any manner. , 

To sum up — ^Keep good breeds of 
pooltry, eomfortable quarters, free 
from vermin, good range, plenty of 
water, proper food, and certaintly any 
woman who is energetic and tries can 
make poultry -raising profitable and 
find it a pleasure. She must watch so 
as to have the hens bring forth many 
eggs in the fall and winter when the 
prices are high; also waVjJ^ tcr their 
comfort and dispel the old idea that 
they can care for themselves. In sum- 
mer they can to a certain extent, but 
in the winter they need your attention 
most. With an expolence of 18 years, 
I find that by following these tnstmc- 
tlons I make more money and have a 
better income for the amount invest- 
ed than anything else on the farm.

A bright and prominent eye denotes 
brain power and strong nerve force, 
which are both essential points to be 
observed in selecting a dairy cow. 

A good clean-cut neck and a re- 
treating brisket show refinement lu ! 
breeding and staying qualities in the 
dairy. 

The backbone should not be too 
straight, but slightly depressed be- 
hind the shoulders. 

As far as a good type^f dairy cow 
is concerned, all the breeds are of 
similar types, but all good cows are 
not of the same type; but all perform- 
ers have some certain well fixed char- 
acteristics that distinguish them as 
dairy animals. 

No man can select good dairy cows 
every time, for there are many in- 
ternal defects of which there are no 
outward sign of appearance. POrm, 
however, is the best known guide to 
select by. ' 

She should have a good deep body, 
showing a large capacity for eating 
and digesting a large amount of food. 

She. shoald have a good broad chest 
and large heart g^rth, affording plenty 
of lung eapaolty. 



PLANTING THE POTATO 



LARGE SEED PIECES AFFORD 
QUITE EARLY CROP. 



Expediency of Cutting Tuber Length- 
wise Is Suggested to Secure One 
or More of Eyes on Each Slice 
— Variety of Importance. 

Prominent investIga,tors ara author- 
ity for the statement that large seed 
pieces (either large cuttings or entire 
potatoes) afford an earlier crop than 
very small cuttings, a matter of much 
interest to growers of early potatoes. 
However, some growers report that 
uncut potato^ germinate jmore slowly 
than large cuttings.. Most Of those 
who raise potatoes for the early mar- 
ket use large cuttings rather ttian 
whole potatoes. In this connection it 
may be said that the seed-end half 
gives an earlier crop than the other 
half. This suggests the expediency of 
cutting a potato lengthwise, thus se- 
curing on each piece one or more of 
the eyes which germinate first. 

No definite mle can be given as to 
the best size of seed piece, for this 
depends somewhat on the distance 
between the hills and on the char- 
acter of the soil and season. Another 
impiortant factor is variety, some 
varieties being able to produce a crop 
almost as large from small eattings 
as from large pieces. 

A study of more than a hundred 
experiments testlhg the relative values 
of large, medlnm, and snail uncut 
tubers confirms the f^eiisl mle that 
an increase in the weif^t of seed 
Ranted attords an inereaiw In the

The dairy cow should have large 
and prominent milk veins that carry 
the blood from the udder to the heart 
through good sized wells. These de- 
note good i"iiikiiig finalities. 

A large udder is apt to dofeive the 
most experienced buyers, ai^d sliould . 
be given close Inspection, to see that 
all quarters are in proper working or- 
der. 

Another important thing to leara is 
whether a cow leaks its milk or not 
when the udder is full. Many .other- 
wise excellent cows are rendered unfit 
for dairy use on this accoun;. 

The man who is sclecriiif; ( ows fof 
a dairy should not pass a good cow 
because of her color or breed. Many 
good breeds have nearly been ruined 
by "color fads" and notions, and it Is 
a shame to see an excellent animal 
discarded on account of foolish tads 
and fancies. 

We all have our likes and dislikes 
in color and marking, bnt we also 
want to conduct our dairy business at 
a profit, and we are more fnterested 
in large udders filled with good milk 
than color and fancy points that in- 
terest the breec|er and rich farmers. 



this claim Is based on the results of 
experience it should determine prac- 
tice, but If the conclusion is simply a 
generalization based on the fact that 
large cuts usually give best results 
the reasoning is defective and the 
question r«nains - open. Many held 
that potatoes below mr.rketable size, 
if shapely and sufficiently mature, 
may be used withoTit serious deter- 
rioration. and thali for economic rea- 
sons t])eir use is desirable. 

Many potato growers cut tubers 
into pieces containing one. two, or 
'more eyes, laying greater stress upon 
the number of eyes than the size of 
the cutting. ^tensive experiments 
show that of the two factors, the 
weight is the more important. Every 
piece should contain at least one eyi-, 
and it has been generally proritable 
for it to be such size as to contain 
several eyes, but whether it has one 
or many eyes it is important that the 
seed piece by heavy enough to furnish 
abundant nutriment to the shoots that 
spring from H.

hair glossy and fine. 

Imagine a condition exactly the 
opposite and you will see the result 
of exactly the opposite" line of care 
and f^pdlRg. When the c^es are 
playful it may be taken as a sune 
indication that they are healthy and 
thriving and when they appear life- 
less it may be naken as a sure indi- 
cation that something is wrong with 
them.

HAIR ORNAMENTS 
OF RICH DESIGN 
JIN FAVOR TODAY 



THERK is no abatement in the lik- 
ing for ornaments for the hair. 
There is a good deal of talk Pbout the 
return of the high coiffure, hut the last 
few year^ have shown women the beau- 
ty of w^ell-chosen, and well-designed 
hair umaraehts, and no colfttire can 
put tliem in the background without a 
Kood deal of a struggle. 

The famous French dressmakers, 
realizing the scope their genius might 
have in hair ornaments, have turned 
their attention to designing some of 
mnch beauty. 

One ornament that makes use of the 
butterfly is made of tiny black jet 
disks mounted on black wire. The 
butterfly measures about four inches 
from tip to t;p of his half-opened 
wings. He is perched on a bandeau 
made of the little jet disks strung to- 
gether solidly — a bandeau about two 
inches wide. The butterfly Is perched 
at the base of a full back aigrette 
made up of half a dozen tall, slender 
spikes. 

Another butterfly is made if irides- 
cent pink sequins. This butterfly is 
bigger than the black one described. 
Each -wing measures a couple of 
inches. Bat it is so graceful In color 
and form that it is in no way too 
teavy for the hair it adorns. It is 
fastened to a twisted ribbon bandeau 
studded with the pink sequins. 

Above the butterfly rise three tiny 
pink plumes, deeper at the tips thati 
at the base — shading from pale bluish 
pink to deep rose. Whether plumes 
as hat trimming gain great favor or 
not this season — and Paris has been 
trying to reintroduce their use on hats 
— they doubtless will be much used 
for hair ornaments. 

The American shops show their hair 
ornaments of good design and little 
cost their appeal to the average wom- 
an's sense' of economy, as well as to 
her sense of beauty.) The most ef- 
fective of these ornaments are doubt- 
less either black, white or black and 
white combined — rhinestones for the 
ornaments. Nowhere in women's 
dress does it look so graceful and 
suitable as on her hair. Its lightness 
and delicacy maite it a fitting crown 
to a daiirty coUfnre. 

Jet and rhinestones combined are 
brilliant in effect. One especially 
good ornament shows good-sized 
rhinestones arranged alternately with 
cut jet beads of the same size. They 
are set in a platinum band, in three 
tiers, and the band is made to extend 
all around the head. Where It fastens 
on the left side there is a soft, fluffy 
group of white feathers of almost 
downy appearance and texture, 

A dainty ornament for a young girl 
is made of silk apple blossoms and 
pink aigrettes. The ornament is 
thrust into the hair at a smart angle 



by means of a tortoise stiell hairpin. 
The apple blossoms, in natural colors 
— some dozen of them — are grouped 
about the base <^f some soft pink, 
waving feathers..- The contnut be- 
tween the somewhat stiff' blossoms 
and the soft, ■waving feathers Is good.

Length of Service and General Pre- 
sentablfity Depend on Way They 
Are Handled. 

Too much cannot be said about the 
necessity for proper care in removing 
gloves from the hands, for upon this 
more than anything else depends the 
length of time a pair of gloves will 
wear. After unfastening the gfove it 
should be turned back over the band 
as far as the fingers, and then should 
be pushed off ^uthout pulling on the 
fingers of the j;love an all, as when 
this is done the threads of the sewing 
are broken, and in a short time begin 
to rip. 

After the glore Is oft the ha^ds the 
fingers should be gently straightened 
out, the gloves smoothed into shape, 
and put Into a box to keep them from 
the air as much as possible, as it is 
the air and the moisture in it that rot 
the fine thread with which a glove is 
sewn.

It is 
only such who 
can backslidf. 
.Mr. Sp u^' g e o n 
once said. ""No one can slide back who 
has not first slid forward," and it is 
only the believer or the Lord Jesus 
Christ who has taken that forward 
step. Alas! that there are so many 
liackslidden Christians in the visible 
church, hut thanks be to God that 
there is hope for them if they will re- 
turn unto him. 

Notice, the text closel\ Cod has 
not cast off his people, but they have 
cast themselves off. He still says, 
" return unto the Lcrd thy God,"" call- 
ing himself their God although they 
had forsaken him. And furthermore. 
"Thou hast fallen by thine iniquity." 
Were it Jnot for their iniquity there 
would have been no separation be- 
tween him and them. 

But his grace does not end here, 
Hince he tells them how to return. 
"Take with you words add turn to the 
Lord." Not "works" but "words." 
This does not mean that the words 
will not be followed by the works, but 
only that the words must come be- 
fore the workii oau really be done. 
They must be wordfc of confession, 
"Take away all iniquity"; words of 
faith, "'receive us graciously"; words 
of promise, "so will we render the 
calves - (pralsias) of oar lips": words 
of repentance, "Assbnr shall not save 
us, w^ will not ride upon horses, 
neither will we say any more to the 
v.ork of our hands, ye are our gods"; 
words of trust and confidence, '"for in 
thee I lie fatherless findeth mercy." 

That allusion to "Asshur," or "As- 
syria." is Interesting. In her af- 
fliction at the hands of the heathen 
Israel had turned to Assyria for help. 
Instead of Jehovah, and this had been 
one of the causes as well as one of 
the effects of her bacltsliding, but Je- 
hovah now calls upon iier to rease 
trusting in that arm of flesh and to 
trust in him. And so the reference 
to "horses" is an allusion to her con- 
fidence in Egypt a nation that used 
horses In its warfare. Israel was 
no longer to trust in the horses of 
Egypt if hhe would have God's favor, 
who coulc biinj; victory to her arms 
without such material assistance.

And yet, God does even more 
than this for the returning prodigal, 
for he says. "I will be as the dew unto 
Israel."

Whereas, Ehtaet scientUlc research 
has demonstrated that alooiiol Isl a 
narcotic poison, desti-uctive and de- 
generating to the human organism, 
and tliat its distribution as a beverage 
or contained in foods lays a stagger- 
ing economic burden upon tht- shoul- 
ders of the people, lowers to an ap- 
palling degree the average standard 
of character of our citizenship, there- 
by undermining the public morals and 
the foundation of free Institutions, 
produces widespread irinie, pauper- 
ism and insajiity. inflicts disoai^e and 
untimely death n\>on Iniiulrt'ds of 
thousands of citizens and blights with 
degeneracy their chiMren unborn, 
threatening the future integrity and 
the very life of the nation: There- 
fore, be it 

Resolved by the senate :in<l house 
of rcpresentativos of the Irited 
States of America in congress assem- 
bled (two-thirds of each house con- 
curring therein). That the following 
amendment of the constitution be, and 
hereby is, proposed to the states, to 
become valid as a part of the consti- 
tution when ratified bv the legisla 
turea of the several states as provid- 
ed by the constitution: 

"ARTICLE — 

"Section 1. The sale, manufacture 
for sale, transportation for sale, im- 
portation for sale, and exportation for 
sale of intoxicating liquors for bever- 
age purposes in the United States and 
all territory subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof are forever prohibited. 

"Section 3. Congress shall have 
power to provide for the manufacture, 
sale, importation, and transportation 
of intoxicating liquors for sacramen- 
tal, medicinal, mechanical, pharma- 
ceutical, or scientific purposes, or for 
use in the arts, and shall have power 
to enforce this article by all needful 
legislation," 



ABSTINENCE^NLY SAFE POSI- 
TION. 

Total abstinence is certainly per- 
sonal prohibition, and personal pro- 
hibitionists ought to vote for national 
prohibition. It is the moderate drink- 
er that supports the saloon, sustains 
the brewery and the distillery and 
breed^ the degenerates that fill our 
prisons, our hospitals,' poortaouses 
and insane asylums.

Louisville, Ky. — A copy of the re- 
port on work done in Kentucky by 
Jesse M. Jones, of the Bureau of 
Plant Industry, has been received 
beceJCrom Washingtuu. lu it is con- 
tained the announcement that eleven 
county agents will handle the work 
this year. Last year there was $11,- 
599 spent, which had been contributed 
by commercial clubs and chambers of 
commerce of this state. The work was 
carried oB in 584 places in the state. 
There were 190 demonstrations of 
raising com on 1,295 acres, netting 
from 10 to 25 bushels more to the acre 
than ever before. 

Summary of Other Worit. 

There were demonstrations in 46 
potato patches, 50 fields of cow peas, 
70 clover fields, 145 crops placed in 
rotation, 41 orchards sprayed and 
pruned, comprising a total of 7,980 
trees; 14,347 hogs vaccinated for 
cholera; an epidemic of catarrhal fe- 
ver stopped, saving the farmers f 2,000; 
2,000 boys added to com clubs; night 
schools established; 18 pure-bred sires 
placed in 5 counties; 5 water systems 
established; 173 silos built, and many 
acres of land drained with tile.

Frankfort, Ky.— Besides 140,985.67, 
in checks paid to 1,338 Confederate 
pensioners as the quarterly payment 
of their state paa^ions, the state treas- 
ury -distributed interest-bearing war- 
rants for 179,204.42 to pensioners, 
whose February payments exceed the 
amount for which checks are issued. 
Many of these drew for the first time, 
and their claims include $10 per 
month from the time they filed their 
applications, some of them in July, 
1912. The total distribution amount- 
ed to $120,190.09. The number of 
pensioners now on the rolls is 2,019.

Recently when Champ Clark in a 
speech at Baltimore prophesied that 
Borah woQldT lii^th* ii6mlna8 61 the 
Republican party tor the presiden*^ 

in 1916, the Idaho man replied by re- 
pudiating all suggestion of ambition, 
and by saying certain line things 
about the great leader of the Progress- 
ive party which made it appear to 
some persons that he had high hope 
that the Republicans would find some 
means of endorsing Theodore Roose- 
velt for the preiddency. While the 
senator may liave had nothing in 
mind except the amalgamation of the 
Republican and the Progressive par- 
lies, there was that in what he said 
which for some reason or other had 
made the Progressive leaders believe 
It Is within the range of possibilities 
that ere long thme will be a new 
recruit fully enlisted in the mnks of 
the new party. Are they right? 

The Progressives in WaBhiabton, 
while apparently hopeful tha; Mr. 
Borah eventually will Join their ranks, 
are somewhat disappointed because in 
bis recent speech he did not come out 
aqoarely aad dtaaviy In favor of Itlck- 
Ing the bosaee oat of the Repnbllcan 
party.

Washington. — While several treaties 
looking to arbitration If not to actual 
compacts of peace between this nation 
and many others are in process of ne- 
goUation. congress is putting the Unit- 
ed States upon a "sateguardlng" mili- 
tary footihig. In one of these Wash- 
ington dispatches recently It was said 
"The United States Is pushing to com- 
pletion rapidly Its fortifications In the 
Philippines, Hawaii and on the Pacific 
coast of the Panama Canal Zone. This 
is the only war scare story which does 
not meet with either dally denials or 
daily evasion." 

Recent events show conclusively 
that army officers must have known 
some time ago that a Democratic con- 
gress intended to vote money to 
strengthen the armed service by sup- 
plying the war material necessary to 
make up known d^dencies. Probably 
the army knew also that .ecmgrass in- 
tended to supply means to strengthen 
the tortllleatlons and to give the army 
other things necessary to meek any 
emergency. 

If there was any war scare in the 
original chapter, it has Its supplement 
in the story of the legislative action 
of today. Probably, however, there is 
no real war scare In the situation. The 
case doubtless is simply one of an 
awakening to the neeessl^ of taking 
the precautions demanded by common 
sense. 

Heed Col. Thompson's Warning. 

Not long ago the then acting chief 
of ordnance. Can. John T. Thompson, 
in an interview let it be known that 
while the United States army in many 
respects was in a proper condition to 
meet the demands of warfare, it was 
lamentably weak in field artillery and 
in ammunition. Col. Thompson gave 
this information to the country some 
time before congress had taken up the 
bills fbr appropriations, covering for- 
tifications and munitions of war. Now 
the legislators have acted and have 
voted a large sum to be used to 
strengthen the fortifications, to buy 
tlie coast and field guns which are 
necessary, and to purchase ammuni- 
tion to make them serviceable.

Men Interested In the big 
exchanges of the country came here 
and testified at great length in behalf 
of the methods under which the selling 
and the buying of stock were carried 
on. It is true that some members of 
congress say what the stock exchange 
men have said does not carry convlc- 
tion to them that the legislation as ap- 
plied to exchanges is wrong, but there 
are others who say it has carried con- 
viction to them that the promises held 
out by the legislation are of a delusive 
kind. 

That which Is of the sharpest Inter- 
est in this matter to persons who have 
jno dealings with stoek exchanges Is 
the charge made by members of con- 
gress Irrespective of political parties 
that in a great degree It would en- 
danger the liberties of the press of the 
country. If the bill should happen to 
go through as it is at present drawn, 
It is charged that Postmaster General 
Burleson would have given him pow- 
ers ot censorship as great as those 
gi ven to military authorities in time 
of war. Soifte members say that as 
they understand the hill it seems to 
them if it became a law it would be 
criminal to mall any letter, package, 
circular, pamphlet, postcard, newspa- 
per or any other form of printed or 
written statement concerning trans- 
actions and securities sold or offered 
for sale by an unincorporated atoek 
exchange.

Washington, Feb. 21. — A sensational 
attack was made in congress on the 
kings of the American wheat pit by 

Representative Manahan ot Minnesota 
when he introduced in the house on 
Thursday a resolution providing for 
the appointment of a special commit- 
tee to investlgato charges ot manipu- 
lation ot the price ot wheat by unfair 
praetieee by the Chicago and Duluth 
boards of trade, and the Mlinieapolts 
chamber of commerce. 

The resolution demands that the 
committee Inquire whether these three 
bodies "exercise any unlawful re- 
straint or control over the buying or 
selling of grain coming to said termt- 
nal markets from Iowa, I^ebrasta^ the 
Dahotas or any other tlkatam, or ever 
the prices thereof.** It requires in- 
formation also on the use of public 
warehouses, terminal elevators, mix- 
ing and blending elevators, and grad- 
ing facilities, and all other means ot 
artificially affecting the price of 
wheat. 

The committee shall also spedflcal- 
ly Inquire, says the resolution, "into 
the ownership and control ot each ot 
the separate menibershlpa of the 
above organizations, the Chicago 
board of trade, the Minneapolis cham- 
ber of commerce and the l>uluth 
board of trade, wl'.h a view to pre- 
venting the practices of members ot 
the organizations ot selling grains con- 
signed to them tm subeldiary coneema 
or to dummy." 

Facts discovered at any time during 
the Investigation wHlch in the Jad«- 
menl of the committee would warrant 
criminal prosecution are to be Imme- 
diately turned over to the attorney 
general for such action as he may 
deem proper. 

"I am aiming at what I consider a 
gigantic cinch upon the people's 
bread." ?aid Manalian.

The largest item 
In the biU is $2,690,000 for the Panama 
canal, which includes the work on for^ 
tlfications and submarine structures.
